C. P: R. Report’ ; 
A glance at the report of the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway for the year efid- 
ing June 30th, 1911, shows how rapidly 
this ,pailway, is covering Cafiada h 
its network of. steel rails. The report 
of the road for the year 1910 puts the 
actual ,C. P. R. mileage at 10,270.6, 
and the mileage under construction at 
471.4 miles. ‘This year’s report shows 
that the actual mileage of the Com- 
pany has-advanced to 10,480.9 miles 
and that it has 983.3 miles of new 
track under construction. This means 
that the C. P. R.has under construc- 
tion almost three miles of track for 
every working day in the year. 
While most of the new track is, of 
course, being laid west of Winnipeg, 
there are also a number of new ex- 
tensions: being built in Eastern Can- 
ada. The new grain route from Vic- 
toria Harbor to Bothany, being the 
largest of these extensions under con- 
struction. In Western Canada, the 
Saskatchewan Division of: the road 
will construct the’ greatest amount of 
new track. Here the C. P. R. has 
under construction 525.5 miles, distrib.

| horse, rode to Benedict, a small village 
|on the Patuxent, where the British 
| forces were being landed, and climbed 
Qn eminence within a quarters of a mile 
|Of the village, in order to ascertain 
| the strength of the enemy. Being con- 
vinced, after his inspection, that we 
had no force available that could suc- 
cessfully resist them, he sent a note to 
| Mr. Pleasonton by a vidette, advising 
him to see that the best care was tak- 
| en of the books and papers of the state 
| department. 
| Acting at once upon this authority, 
Mr. Pleasonton purchased some coarse 
|linen and had it made into bags of 
bultable size, in which he, assisted by 
others fn the office, placed the books 
and other papers. 
| While engaged in this work General 
Armstrong, then secretary of war, 


| Passing the state department on his | 


Way to his own office, remarked that 
jhe thought they were unnecessarily 
alarming themselves, as he did not 
| think the British were serious in their 
intentions of coming to Washington 
Fortunately Mr. Pleasonton was of a 
different opinion, and observed that it

ures to preserve these valuable papera 


of the revolutionary government. Had © 


Mr. Pleasonton delayed but a few 
days, bad he followed the advice of 
the secretary of war, an irreparable 
loss would have been sustained. For 
the papers which Mr. Pleasonton had 


| prised the secret jour- s of congress, 
| then not published: th correspondence 
of General Washington, his commis 
sion, resigned at the close of the war; 
the correspondence of (ieneral Greene 
and other officers of the Kevolution, as 
‘well as laws, treaties und correspond- 
ence of the depurtment of state from 
the adoption of the constitution down 
to that time.

Odlonel Meredith was one of the old. 
ar Federal officers of the civil war. 
It Was some ten years after its close 
‘that the colonel, then an old man, con. 
cluded to go south and take up his 
residence there. His reason for doing 
@0 Was that, being in poor bealth, he 
thought the climate would agree bet- 
ter with him than that of the north. 

The colonel! took up his abode in a 
beautiful town in one of the cotton 
states. That period was too soon after 
the war to admit of his being received 
with especial friendliness by all the 
people of the place. Some welcomed 
him, some ignored him, and some—prin- 
cipally women—treated him rancorous- 
ly. One group were disposed to admit 
the colone) to citizenship on equal 
terms. These were the Confederate 
veterans who had fought for the lost 
cause and dropped it forever at Ap- 
pomatox. 

A small newspaper, the Banner, was 
published in the place, its editor being 
Charlies Morrill, a man about twenty- 
eight years of age.

of two elderly maiden aunts with 
whom he lived and who had from his 
childhood idolized him to such an ex- 
tent that though he was eighteen years 
old before the war closed they would 
not consent to bis joining the army. 
Nevertheless they were among those 
who retained all the bitterness en- 
gendered by the unfortunate struggle 
and did all they could to keep it alive 
in their nephew. 

The presence of Colonel Meredith in 
the town was especially obnoxious to 
these ladies, and they found it im- 
possible to rest easy as long as he re- 
mained there. They snapped at the 
Confederate veterans contemptuously 
for permitting one of the south’s in- 
waders to settle among them, but the 
veterans were not disposed to inter- 
fere. ‘Then the ladies called upon per- 
eons of their acquaintance to ostracize 
Colonel Meredith, but met with indif- 
ferent success. Finally it occurred to 
them that their nephew might accom- 
plish tnrough his newspaper what 
they had failed to effect by other 
means. 

The nephew was one of those young 
men who find it easy to be smart. He 
hhad always been considered such by 
his aunties, who bad no difficulty in 
transmitting their opinion to the object 
of their adoration. No suggestion was 
meeded to inspire Mr. Morrill with an 
idea of making it so unpleasant for 
Cojone! Meredith in the community 
that he would of his own accord pack 
ap his belongings and return to the 
porth. He began a covert but annoy~ 
ing fire upon the object of bis dispieas- 
ore, such as that officer had during 
his term of army service often been 
subjected to, though the missiles used 
bad been lead instead of type metal. 
These articles were so rded that 
though no direct reference was made 
in them to Colonel Meredith every one 
knew that they referred to him. » 

One branch of the Meredith fam- 
fly had lived in tke south, the colo 
nel's sister having married Johu Turn- 
fee, a Louisianian. Her husband bad 
fought for the southern side and had 
fallen in one of the batties around 
Richmond. After the war was con- 
cluded the president of the United 
States had appointed the Confederate 
soldier's son, Kdward Turniee, to a 
ecadetship at the United States Naval 
academy. While Colonel Meredith 
was beginning to suffer the annoying 
articles in the Banner young Turnilee 
was completing an education to fit 
him for an officer in the service of 
the United States. 

Colonel Meredith, who had fought 
both in open tields and behind breast- 
works, was not to be disiodged by in- 
@uendoes. He paid no attention to the 
petty shots in the Banner. Indeed, 
he was so advised by a few of the citi- 
tens with whom he was on good terms. 
They remonstrated with the editor, but 
the people were not yet united on the 
treatment that should be given a 
gerthern man, and Morrill found those 
to egg bim on in bis attacks upon the 
colonel. 


Finally an article appeared casting 
@ reflection on Colonel Meredith's good 
mame. The object of the attacks had 
thus far listened to the suggestions of 
his friends as to what course to take 


@ith regard to them, but new he de 
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of encounter. 


that his challenger was not a proper 
adyersary for one in the prime of life. 
Since he could not prove his charge he 
replied to the colonel’s note that the 
colonel was not warranted in pre 
suming the article referred to him. 
Several notes passed between the 
two, in the last of which the 
colonel said that if they were in 
northern territory he would sue the 
Banner for defamation of character. 
Such a course at the time in the south 
would be impracticable. He therefore 
felt obliged to settle the matter by 
the prevailing custom in that region— 
the code duello. Would Mr. Morrill 
kindly refer him to a friend? 

Had Morrill been anything but a 
prig and a fool he would have seen 
that his adversary, though living 
among a people still smarting under 
the effects of a war in which he had 
opposed them, was sure in the end to 
get the advantage. Instead of having 
such discernment his consummate ego- 
tism led him further In his idtotic 
course. He conceived the idea of get- 
ting rid of the colonel by ridicule. He 
would accept his challenge and turn 
the affair into a mockery. 

He succeeded in convincing some of 
his friends that this was the best and 
only way out of the matter both for 
Colonel Meredith and the town. He 
persuaded one of his friends to offer 
his services to his enemy on the ground 
that he felt that the colonel was 
right in demanding satisfaction and 
should have fair play. The colonel ac. 
cepted the offer, and in this way the 
editor controlled both seconds so far 
as making the affair a sham was con- 
cerned, though the colonel’s second 
had been assured that the plan was 
merely to satisfy the colonel without 
resorting to bloodshed: 

The intention being to make the af- 
fair an imitation duel, it was not bur- 
ried, as suc matters usually are. In- 
deed, some of the UConfederate veter- 
ans, hearing that a duel between the 
ex-Federal officer and the editor was 
about to take place, went to Morrill 
ana protested. Morrill told them tbat 
no. harm was to be done the colonel 
and the proposed fight with blank 
cartridges was the best and only way 
to settle the matter, Tbe veterans 
withdrew and held a_ consultation. 
Finally one of their number, who had 
become more friendly with Colonel 
Meredith than the others and knew 
more about him and his affairs, said: 

“Leave the matter to me.” 

This was done, and as a body the 
veterans took no further action. 

On the morning the duel was to 
come off Morrill was in tine feather. 
No one except the two seconds and 
one or two of his intimate friends 
knew that the affair was to be a 
sham. The editor intended after it 
was over to put himself right in the 
matter of fighting an old man by pub- 
lishing a ludicrous account of the 
meeting, announcing that there bad 
really been no fight at all He had 
written the article, into which he bad 
thrown all his ability as a comic 
writer, and had it locked in his desk 
ready for use. 

At 8 o’clock in the morning he 
arose, dressed himself, bid a mock 
heroic adieu to bis aunts, to whom he 
told his secret, and in due time a car- 
riage drove up with his second, and 
the. two men went to the place ap- 
pointed for the meeting. Morrill 
showed his indifference to danger—as 
it was supposed by those who under- | 
stood the fight was to be to the death 
by laughing and joking with the sec- 
onds. The ground was being paced 
off when a carriage was driven up, 
and a young man in a dark blue un- 


dress uniform alighted. Making 
straight for Colonel Meredith, he put 


out bis hand and said: 

“How do you do, uncle?” 

The colonel not recognizing him, he 
continued: “I am your nephew, Ed- 
ward Turnlee, just graduated from the 
Naval academy. A Confederate vet- 
eran who knew all about my father 
telegraphed me that you were to fight 
@ young man and suggested that I, a 
young map, should take your place. I 
am bere for that purpose.” 

The change iv the spirits of the man 
who was to be the hero of this sham 
affair was instantaneous. He turned 
white as a cloth and trembled like a 
leaf. 

“My dear boy.” said Colonel Mere- 
dith, “it is very good of you to come 
all the way down here to take your 
uncle's place, and it proves you to be 
worthy of my dear sister and your 
brave father, but | claim the right to 
settie this matter with Mr. Morrill my- 
self.” 

But the colonel was too old to stand 
against the young midshipman. ‘The 
latter insisted upon seeing the pistols 
loaded and that they cuntained ball 
eartridges. Then be told the seconds 
that he was ready.

PROFIT IN FARM 
BEEF PRODUCTION 


To produce beef on the farm 1 be 
lieve that the farmer must raise his 
own cattle There is too ‘much bax 
ard in buying cattle to feed. To raise 
cattle for feeding there are three ma- 

| jor items for consideration—first, pa» 
ture and feed. These must be provid- 
ed, writes T. G. Haney in Kansas 
Farnier. Pasture, when properly ban- 
dled, is the most economical feed for 
etock and can be made to rebuild the 
soll at the same time. 

Second consideration is the cows. 
To get together a profitable herd of 
beef producing cows I believe will be 
more difficult: than getting a dairy 
herd and will take longer. A twenty- 
five cent pair of scales will tell you 
within a month or -so after the cow 
comes fresh whether she will be a 
profitable milker or not. But with the 
beef cow the calf must be put on feed 
to determine whether she will be a 
profitable producer or not. With the 
beef cow the question of the proper 
type to cross to be made also enters, 
Also I believe that a cow may not 
produce her best calves while young. 

Next come the bulls. Here again is 
a bard proposition. None of us will 
buy a poor fleshed bull, and we can- 
not tell by jooking at the fat bulb 
whether be put the fat on easily or 
whetber it took a_ skilled feeder 
mouths to put it on. Two yeats ago

Hues That Are Unseen.and Tones That | 
Are Unheard. 
The primary colors shown in the 


violet, and the vibratiéns or lengths 
of the light waves that give us violet 
grow shorter and shorter and at length 
give us red. These vibrations can be 
measured. One day, quite by chance, 
1 came across the statement that there 
were innumerable light waves longer 
than those which give violet. At once 
the question sprang, Were these longer 
waves represented by colors which we 
don’t see, colors for which we bave no 
name, colors of which we can form 
no conception?

Instantly Consume the Eartn. 
The parallax of a star ts its angular

base line eniployed in this gigautic spe- 
cles of surveying is 186,00V.000 miles 
in Bae! i but the calculation is re- 
duced to the semidiameter of the orbit. 
The results are at the same time amaz- 
ing and instructive, 

Let us take the famous star Are- 
turus, often called the “star. of Job” 
because in the Old Testament the 


Almighty is represented as saying to | 


the unfortunate patriarch, who main- 
tains a certain dignity in spite of bis 
helplessness and his sufferings, “Canst 
thou call forth Arctufus and his sons?” 

Many conflicting measures of the 
parallax of Arcturus have been made, 
but the latest made at Yale seem more 
probably corfect than their predeces- 
sors. They fix the parallax at 0,066 
seconds—i, ¢., sixty-six one-thousandth 
of a second of arc, From this it Is 
easy to calculate the distance of the 
star. It comes out at nearly 290,000,- 
000,000,000 miles (two hundred and 
ninety trillion miles), This is more 
than 3,000,000 times the distance of 
the earth from the sun. 

Having this distance, we can calcu- 
late the actual amount of light shed by 
Arcturus, or, in other words, its ac- 
tuhl brightness as compared with that 
of our sun, on the supposition that 
both were at the same distance from 
us. We thus find that Arcturus ex- 
ceeds the sun as a light giver about 
2,500 times! It is a sun 2,500 times 
brighter than ours. . 

Put the earth as near to Arcturus 
as it is to the sun and all life would 
disappear from its surface as if swept 
off bya blast of inconceivable heat. 
The summer temperature. would rise 
to tens of thousands of degrees. The’) 
oceans would boil away. Vegetation 
would be burned up in a twinkling. 
The eyes of living beings would char 
in their sockets. The plains and 
mountains would burst into flame. 
Minerals would run in molten streams, 
There would be no comfort for a liv- 
ing world nearer to Arcturus than 
about 4,000,000,000 miles. If he bas 
planets he must keep them at a re 
spectful distance. And yet nearly 
300,000,000.000,000 miles from him we 
can look into his blazing eye and see 
only a bright star.

C.P.R. to Build a rr

Fuel Dealers Refuse 
School Credit tor Coal 

Nelson’s schools ‘must close in a 
week’s time owing to lack of tel.
